At least Chutter (6,454,795) dislcoses curve configuration of adjacent longitudinal members 10 to evenly distribute stress 
concentration and the structures of the longitudinal members 10 allow the longitudinal members 102 to contact one to each 
other when the stent is compressed. At the same time. Pinchasik (5,449,373) shows in Figs. 3A-3C a stent having longitudinal 
members 102 and curved portions connecting pairs of two adjacent longitudinal members 102 to define small spaces between 
these two adjacent longitudinal members 102 and when the longitudinal members 102 are sgueezed in the middle portions, the 
structures of the longitudinal members 102 allowed two adjacent longitudinal members 102 to contact to one another as recited 
in the claims. Further, in comparison the elected Fig. 6 to Pinchasik's figures 3A-3C. there is no significant structural 
difference between the Pinchasik stent and the stent of the present invention.
